By the adoption of a substitute for 
the Alexander prohibition section of 
the general tax bill, offered by Sena- 
tor Price, of the Twenty-seventh, the 
senate last night killed the Alexander 
section and retains what is in effect the 
Wise act passed by the extra session 
in 1908, with increased taxes and ad- 
ditienal restrictions as-to sale. 

The Price substitute differs from the 
Wise act in several respects. In the 
first place it increases the tax on whole- 


' gale dealers in and on manufacturers 


of near beer to $1,000, and puts the 
tax on retailers up from $200 go $300. 

In addition to the foregoing it pro- 
hibits the sale of any suhstitutes for 
beer, wine or whisky outside of in- 
corporated cities and towns,and fur- 
ther porohibits the sale in any town of 
less than 2,500 inhabitants, thus con- 
finise near beer traffic to the larger 
towns and cities of the state. 

How the Senste Voted. 

The measure was not adopted until 
after the senate had practically ex- 
hausted itself by’a long and ‘spirited 
debate. which lasted until 10:30 o’clock 
night, when the voting finally began. 

The general tax act was passed, fol- 

lowing action on the near beer sectton, 
and nowW goes back to the house for 
concurrence in amendments. It is said 
the senate, which has a strong follow- 
ing fer the Price amendment,. will in- 
sist that it shall stick in the bill.

Substitutes Are Offered. 

When the Alexander prohibition sec- 
tion was reached just before the close 
of the afternoon session several sub- 
stitutes were offered. 

One of these by Sendtor Price pro- 
posed to make the tax on manufac- 
turers and wholesale dealers $1,000 and 
on retailers $300. It also proposed to 
prohibit the sale of near beer outside 
of any incorporated city or town and 
provides that the mayor and council of 
any city or town may prohibit the sale 
by high license. 

Senator Longley offered a substitute 
making the tax $1,000 and $500 re- 
spectively and striking out many of 
the restrictions of the Alexander sec- 
tion, but prohibiting the sale outside 
of any incorporated city or town. 

Senater Calhoun proposed to amend 
the Longley substitute by prohibiting 
the sale in towns of 2,500 inhabitants 
and under. 

Senator Rutherford offered an 
amendment prohibiting, the sale of any 
substance containing more than one- 
half of one per cent of alcohol. This 
amendment is said also to have been 
aimed at certain soda fountain syrups 
and other soft drinks which contain a 
small ount of alcohol as a preserva- 
tive. | ; 

Senator Longley characterized as 
“dishonest legislation” the attempt to 
put a prohibition rider on the general 
tax bill. He urged the adoption of 
his amendment. 

Senator Akin appealed for the pas- 
gage of the Alexander section just as 
it came from the house. “This state 
needs men,” he declared, “and the way 
to get them is td save the boys.” He

these bills upon their passage. <A can- 
vass of the house has been made and 
there is absolutely ho doubt but that 
the bill will receive the requisite two-

The people of Georgia are 
demanding this legislation and there 
can be no question, in my opinion, but 
that the legislature will give the 
people an opportunity to say. whether 
or not the general assembly shall meet 
annually of biennially.

Fire Insurance Biil. 

A bill that.is of particular interest 
to fire insurance companies doing 
business in the state was pa-s3ed by the 
house, it having already passed the 
senate. It is a bill by Mr. King, of the 
fourteenth district, to amend section 
2059 of the penal code of 1895. The 
bill provides ,that all fire insurance 
companies shall hereafter pay a license 
fee of $200 to the state insurarce com- 
mission in lieu of all other license 
fees heretofore charged. 

The bill to create the office of state 
veterinarian, introduced in the senate 
by Mr. Price, of the twenty-seventh, 
aroused opposition in the house and 
failed of passage. 

Dr. Hardman, of Jackson, made a 
Statement in support of the bill, show. 
ing ‘that it was intended for the pre- 
tection and development of the live 
stock and dairying interests of the 
state, and to protect Georgia cattle 
from the ravages of the cattle tick and 
other pests and contagious diseases. 

After being amended to prow'de for a 
salary of $2,000 instead of $2,500 for 
the state vetefinarian, the house, by a

Disease Contracted After En- 
trance Say Investigators. 
Charges That Women Pa- 
tients Were Used for Immoral 
Purposes, Treated in — Full. 
Answer Made by Trustees.

The report of the commission ap- 
pointed by former Governor Smith to’ 
investigate certain charges against the 
state sanitarium, which was sent to both 
houses of the general assembly yes- 
terday afternoon by Governor Brown, 
proved to be a searching. indietment 


of the ganitarium. 

The report acknowledges the truth 
of the charges that some of the pa- 
tients were mistreated; treats in full 
the charge that some of the female 
patients weré helped to escape and 
afterwards used for immoral purposes; 
declares that the class of attendants 
is not satisfactory, and asserts that the 
asylum is nothing more or less than @ 
death trap, the records showing, ac- 
cording to the commission, that one- 
seventh of the patients during the 
last five vears died of tuberculosis, and 
that nearly all the patients dying of 
this disease are infected after reach- 
ing that institution. 

The reply of the trustees of the 
asylum is a general dénial! of the find- 
ings of the commission, except in so 
far as they could be aided by appro- 
priations by the state, which the trus-. 
tees state has been refused them. : 

The investigation followed charges 
made by R. E, Dunnington, a former 
inmafe of the asylum. 

‘Tenor of the Report, 

All the criticisms of the investigat- 
ing committee go to the character of 
the help employed, which is said te 
be poorly paid and inefficient. 

The commission finds that William 
Lingolid was tripped up by an attend- 
ant named Dennis and his leg broken. 
The attendant claimed to have done it 
in fun. He was discharged. 

George T. Lawson, an Augusta pa- 
tient, the testimony shows, was inured 
by falllingw down stairs when carryinga 
bundle of clothing which was ioo heavy 
a burden. 

As to the case of W. B. Brown, of 
Savannah,, who it is charged was badly 
injured by being struck in the head 
by an attendani named Cook, the au- 
thorities at the institution knew noth- 
ing of the charges until they were pub- 
lished by Dunnington.

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OSTEOPATH BOARD 
WILL BE CREATED 


House Passes Bill After 
Spirited Debate--Goes 
to Governor. — 


The osteopaths won their fight for 
state licenses and a state board of ex- 
aminérs, before the house of represen- 
_tatives yesterday with hands down. 

Under this bill, which was passed by 
a vote of 112 to 33, the governor is 
authorized and directed within 30 days 
to name five members of this board, 


“ who shall examine all applicants and 


issue licenses to those who make the 


required percentage. The bill will be- 
come a law when it receives the gover- 
nor’s signature. 

The subjects in which applicants are 
to be examined. includes anatomy. 
chemistry, toxicology, physiology, path- 
ology, diagnosis, hygiene, obstetrics. 
gynecology, surgery, medical jurisprud- 
ence, surgery. the principles of osteop- 
athy anl such other subjects as the 
examining board may require. 

A number of osteopaths weré eager 
spectators and followed the debate with 
intense interest. At the close a burst 
of applause greeted the favorable vote, 
which was reached on the floor. Speak- 
er Holder was forced to rap several 
times before order was restored. 

The osteopathic examiners’ bill was 
introduced in the senate by Mr. Long- 
ley, of the Thirty-seventh, and in the 
house by Mr. Hall, of Bibb. The senate 
passed the Longley bill, and this was 
the measure considered by the house. 
Mr. Hall controlied the distribution of 
time. 

Ake Experience Meeting. 

One of the most effective arguments 
made in favor of the measure was that 
of Mr. Michael, of Butts, who told of 


the work of osteopaths in saving the 
life of a number of his family. Mr. 
Oliver, of Quitman, declared the osteo- 
paths had. cured his wife whén the 
regular practitioners had failed. The 
debate frequently took on the attrib- 
utes of an experience meeting. 

All the members of the regular medi- 
cal profession in the house opposed 
the measure. Speeches were made 
against its passage by Dr’ Smith, of 
Walton; Mr. Sheppard, of Sumter; Mr. 
Moss, of Cobb. 

Those urging the passage of the bill 
were Messrs. Hall, of Bibb: Persons, of 
Monroe; Simmons, of Bulloch: Roberts, 
of Dodge; Burch, of Laurens; Hardeman, 
of Jefferson: Evans, of Bibb; Full- 
bright, of Burke. 

These speakers insisted that the bill 
simply aimed at giving to osteopaths 
legal authority to regulate their own 
practice, and did not in any way inter- 
fere with the regular medical profes- 
sion. It was intended to give osteo- 
paths the same recognition as is now 
accorded under the law to doctors. 
dentists asd trained nurses.

Senate Acts at Afternoon 
Session. 


Tax on Soda Fountain Sirups 
Brings on a Warm Debate, 
Three Propositions Being Be- 
fore the Upper House on This 
Subject. 


The tax on coca-cola and other soda 
fountain syrups took up the entire aft- 
ernoon of the senate and the near beer 
or prohibition section of the measure 
went over until the night session. 

The s@nate killed the five cents per 
@allon tax as passed by the house and 
voted down all other proposals, except 
the substitute offered by the senate 
finance committee, which was adopted 
by a vote of 26 to 12. 

This substitute puts a graduated tax 
upon all manufacturers of soda foun- 
tain syrups, extracts, tinctures and 
similar preparations, beginning with 
$5 upon all those who do a business 
of $1,000 a year and going on up by 
easy stages, until it reaches $2,000 on 
those who do a business of more than 
$900.0090 annually. 

It is said the 
Company. under the section as adopted 
by the senate, will be probably $1,800 
a year. 

There were three propositions before 
the senate on this subject—the house 
section putting a tax of five cents on 
each gallon, an amendment by Senator 
Rutherford making the tax one per 
eent on gross receipts and the com- 
mittee amendment fixing the graduated 
tax as stated, which went through. 

Brought on Warm Debate. 

This question came up the first thing 
at the afternoon session and brought 
on a warm debate. 

Senators Slater, Burwell and Mathews 
spoke strongly for the. committee 
amendment or gradtiated tax, while 
Senators Perry and Rutherford urged 
the one per cent on gross receipts. — 

It was contended on the one hand 
that it was wrong to tax the Coca-Cola 
. Company excessively, simply because it 
has been successful, and when it had 
brought large amounts of money into 
the state from other sections, all of 
which is invested in Georgia property. 
Such action. it was stated, would be 
equivalent to telling other enterprises 
of a similar nature they were not 
wanted here. 

On the other hand it was snged that 
these taxes should be put on those most 
able to bear them. The dog tax was 
pointed to as a tax on the poor -man. 
whiie those more able to pay taxes 
were let down lightly. Senator Ruth- 
erford went so far as to say that he 
would would rather a child of his 
drink beer than coca-cola. 

The first vote taken was on the 
committee substitute and as that was 
adopted by more than a majority, the 
others were not put to the senate. The 
section was then adopted as amended. 

The senate then proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the Alexander prohibition 
section and after brief discussion a4d- 
idurned to take it up again at the night 
session. 
=~: 

Change fn Susarence Tax. 

The senate adopted the tax of ! per 
cent on the gross premium receipts of 
all insuranee companies, the only 
change in the old law being the addi- 
tion of a new paragraph as recom- 
mended by the committee, which is in- 
tended to encourage home insurance 
eompanies. Under this amendment it is 
provided that when any insurance com- 
pany invests 4s much as one-fourth of 
its total assets In taxable property in 
Georgia, it shell be required to pay 
only one-half of one per cent on pre- 
mium receipts; and when it invests as 
much as three-fourths of its total] as- 
gets in Georgia, its-premium tax shall 
be only one-tenth of one per cént- 

Foreign companies. of course, will 
mot take advantage of the law, because 
their assets are widely scattered in 
other states, so the effect of the 
amendment will be only to help such 
Georgia companies as invest their as- 
sets within the state. Laws similar to 
this are in force in a large number of 
states, for the purpose indicated.

grams know the contents of the Alex- 
ander bill?” asked Senator Price, 

“Well, they are about as intelligent 
as the members of this. senate,” Sena- 
tor Johnson replied amid laughter. 

Bothered by Beer Men. 

Senator Johnson said he didn’t know 
as to the representatives of the beer 
interests talking to the other senators, 
but they had been bothering him. 

“I've hardly been able to get in and 
gut of the senate without their. bother- 
ing me,” Senetor Johnson: said. 

“A plece of fool legislation,” is what 
Senator Griffith termed the Alexander 
section in a stirring appeal for its de- 
feat. 

Senator Harrell said if a man were a’ 
prohibitionist he would support 
the Alexander section. He _  chal- 
lenged the . prohibition principles 
of those who opposed the section. 
He declared there was nothing 
drastic in the Alexander .section 


And said nothing short of that would 


satisfy the people of Georgia. 

Senator Slater characterized the 
Alexander section as a delusion and a 
snare. It was not a prohibition meas- 
ure. he declared. He. declared real 
beer would be made and sold under the 
bill. He ridiculed thea. idea of such re- 
strictfons being put around near beer, 
when social clubs were granted licenses 
for $500 to sell whisky and other 
liquors. It would reBSult in the increase 
of blind tigers all over the state. He 
was a prohibitionist, he said, but he 
could not swallow the “Alexander de- 
ception.” 

Senator J. P. Calloway, of the Tenth. 
said he did not believe the time would 
ever come when Georgia would need 
the money from the liquor traffic for 
the support of the state. He said he 
stood for the boys of Georgia, and in 
their name appealed for the passage of 
the Alexander measure. He said he 
believed more money would be raised 
under the Alexander bill than under 
the present law. 

Separate Prohibition Law. 

Senator Calhoun said if the senate 
wanted to outlaw near beer, it should 
do it by a separate prohibition law, and 
not by an amendment to the tax act, 
which would be changed by another 
legislature after two years. He urged 
the passage of his amendment, pro- 
hibiting the sale in towns of less than 
2.500 inhabitants. 


tax upon Coca-Cola}.

Senator Womble declared that a pro- 
hibition measure had no place in the 
general tax act. He said the senate 
was walking on dangerous ground. He 
oposed repealing or amending the state 
prohibition law in any respect. 

Senator Womble declared his belief 
that the governor would veto the 
general tax bill, if passed with the 
Alexander prohibition section in it. 
on account of his promise to veto any 
change in the prohibition law, and 
that this would necessitate an extra 
session to perfect a new tax bill. 

The senate first adopted, by a vote 
of 18 to 15, an amendment by Senator 
McCurry to strike out the section of 
the Alexander bill which permits the 
sheriff and other officers to inspect 
places and take samples of near beer 
for analysis. This was the only 
amendmeéent adoptéed*'to the original 
measure. 

Senator Rutherford withdrew his 
amendment prohibiting the sale of any 
beverage containing more than one- 
half of one per cent of alcohol. 

Provisions of Substitute. 

The substitute for the Alexander 
section offered by Senator Price was 
then perfected and put before the sen- 
ate. This substituté puts a tax of

| 


$1, 000 on the manufacturers of and 
wholesale dealers jn near beer and @ 
tax of $300 on retailers. The tax is 
payable to the ordinary, who is to issue 
license. It is provided that no such 
imitations of beer or wine shall be 
sold outside of incorporated cities and 
towns. The law expressly declares 
that it does not authorize ‘the sale of 
any beverage prohibited by law, and 
any person who violates the prohibi- 
tion law must forever forfeit his 
license. The ordinaries are required 
to make monthly reports to the comp- 
troller general. 

An amendment by Senator Calhoun, 
proposing to increase the retail tax 
from $300 to $500, was lost by a vote 
of 19 to 15. 

The senate adopted an amendment 
by Senator Calhoun, prohibiting any 
confederate veteran from selling near 
beer. unless he complies with the 
license laws of the state and first gets 
permission from the municipal authori- 
ties. 

The amendment to prohibit the sale 
of near beer in towns of less than 
2,500 was lost. 

Senator Jackson's amendments to 
put the tax on manufacturers at $2,500 
and on retailers at $500 were lost. as 
was also his amendment to permit the 
manufacture of domestic wines for 
household use. 

Another amendment by Senator Cal- 
houn, prohibiting the sale of near beer 
in towns of less than 2,500 inhabitants. 
was passed by a vote of 27 to 12 and 
the vote was then taken on the Price 
substitute as amended... 

Was a Drastic Law. 


In explaining his vote Senator Bur- 
well declared the state prohibition law 
which he helped to draw and enact, 
was as drastic as the English language 
could make it. If the prohibition*law 
is violated in any county, it is because 
the sentiment in the county ts against 
it. The Price substitute. he said, was 
nothing more nor less than the Wise 
law, which was passed by the prohi- 
bition legislature. He said the figures 
from the compfroller general’s office 
showed that if this tax were lost the 
state's deficit in 1911 would be increas- 
ed to $1,936,000. 

Senator Day declared the Alexander 
measure a “whisky bill.” because 
would foster blind tigers all over the 
state. The Price substitute. he declared. 
was a prohibition bill and the only 
prohibition bill before the senate. 

Senator Johnson said he hardly 
knew how to vote after all the talk. 
but believed he would vote for the sub- 
stitute. 

Senator Jackson said he differed from 
the prohibition senators. He saw manv¥ 
of the prohibition senators apologizing. 
and then voting wet. 

“T am not a prohibitionist.” he said. 
“but I am going to vote dry.” 

Senator Murray declared the sale of 
beer was_an iniury to-Georgia and he 
did not believe in taxing it, and thereby 
legzalizing it. 

Senator Patterson said he thought he 
was the only anti-prohibitionist in the 
senate until Senator Jackson spoke. He 
opposed the Alexander substitute be- 
cause it was not a revenue measure and 
was put in. he believed, in order to 
embarrass the present administration. 
He was against whisky, he said, but 
could not vote for the Alexander meas- 
ure for the reasons stated. 

This concluded the vote and the 
Price substitute took the place of the 
Alexander measure. 

The general tax bill was then passed 
bv a vote of 29 to 56. Several of the 
senators favoring the Alexander sub- 
stitute voted against the tax bill.

Wanted a Record of Notes. ‘ 
Section 15, requirtmg the returning of 
promissory notes, accounts, judgments, 
liens, jewelry, etc., and adding to the 
list of questions submitted to property 
owners, the query, “What is the value 
of the automobile owned by yourself, 
wife or minor child?” was adopted only 
after a struggle brought on by an 
amendment offered by Senator Harrell. 
It was proposed by Senator Harrell 
to require persons owning notes, ac- 
counts, mortgages, liens and the like, 
to file a list of all such property with 
the tax receiver, and to make recovery 
on such paper unlawful until all taxes 
have been paid. Senator Harrell said 
his purpose wag to get on the tax books 
a lot of property that is now escaping. 
Senator Burwell warmly opposed tne 
amendment, and it was overwheiming- 
ly lost on viva voce vote. 

Sections 16 and 17, relating to the 
machinery for collecting taxes; section 
18, exempting confederate veterans 
from certain’ speciNe taxes fixed in 
the bill, and the remainding sections all 
prescribing machinery with reference 
to taxation, wer eal adopted without 
change. 

This completed the bill, excepting the 
sections which were temporarily pess- 
ed over, and the senate went back to 
take these uD.

After a considerable skirmish over 
the proposed tax on manufacturers of 
and dealers in automobiles, an amend- 
ment was adopted by which it was con- 
siderably reduced. 

The tax, as passed by the house, was 
$100 for each place of business. 

The senate finance committee sub- 
mitted an amendment. proposing 4 
graduated tax, beginni at $26 and 
going up to $1,000, according to popu- 
lation. Under this proposal dealers in 

cities like Atlanta, Augusta and Savan- 
nah would have had tO pay the high- 
est tax. This was seriously opposed by 
many senators who contended that this 
tax was excessive. 

Another amermiment was drawn by. 
several senators making a graduated 
tax of $25 up to $260, according to the 
popuation of the county in. which the 
business is done. The $25 tax applies 
to counties of 20,000 inhabitants or 
less, and the $250 tax applies in all 
counties of more than 160,000. From 
100,000 up to 160,000 population, the 
tax is $200, and this is the amount 
which would apply in Atlanta. 

Thia last amendment was 
pdopted. 

The senate also adopted a new para- 
graph which puts a tax of $6 upon 
every person in the state owning and 
operating an automobile. It is pro- 
vided that this tax shall be patd in 
the county. of the residence of the per- 
son owning or operating the autonp- 
bile, and the money s0 collected is to 
be used by the county for the improve- 

ment of its public roads.

GREAT DRUM CORPS 
WILL BE RETAINED 


The Atlanta 
bugle corps will live to win laurels in 
the future ag it .has done in the past. 
This became certain yesterday, when, 
among the almost universal expres- 
sions of regret at the disbanding of 
the corps, Jerome Jones, editor of The 
Journal of Labor anda prominent 
leader of organized labor, declared that 
the firemen had misapprehended the 
attitude of Atlanta’s organized labor. 

Mr. Jones declared that the state- 
ment that the drum corps had been 
disbanded as a result of the criticism 
and opposition of labor men was unjust 
to organized labor. He particularly re- 
gretted the statement that members of 
the corps had been insulted by mem- 
bers of labor unions. 

Following this statement, it is cer- 
tain that a better understanding will 
be reached, and that the firemen will 
determine to continue their famous or- 
@anization. It is belleved that the in- 
vitation of the Atlanta Federation of 


firemen’s drum and 


‘+ Trades, asking the firemen to take part 


in the Labor day parade, will be taken 
ag an evidence of friendship, and that 
the invitation will be accepted. 

The statement by Jerome Jones was 
as follows: 

“To say I am surprised would be 
putting it mildly. 

“Il cannot believe that Chief Cum- 
mings would attribute the action of 
the drum corps to the harsh criticism 
of labor organizations. As to his in- 
timation that the drum corps has been 
insulted by union men while parading, 
I ean only say that I should be glad 
if Chief Cummings would furnish me 
with the names of any union men 80 
conducting themselves. 

“The musicians’ federation had a 
grievance, and they voiced it in a mild 
and dignified manner. They simply 
desired relief from competition with 
the firemen’s drum corps, which was 
not composed of men earning their liv- 
4ng by playing nfusic, but by fighting 
fire. As to the ‘criticism that the fire- 
men left their posts to parade in other 
cities, that complaint has been made 
again and again by other individuals 
than those connected with labor organ- 
izations in any way. 

“The Atlanta labor organizations 
were proud of the drum corps, and I 
am sure ‘they are surprised and hurt 
that any blame for the disbanding of 
the institution should be laid at their 
door.”

Charges of a sensational nature are 
brought against several former county 
officials, and also some who are now 
in office, in this report. 

Former Tax Collecfor J. H. Murray, 
according to this report, is due the 
county $2,300, and the state a similar 
amount, making a towa: alleged short- 
age of $4,600. 

Former Clerk and Treasurer J. B. 
Glover was alleged to be $300 short in 
his account.- 

Former County Treasurer J. G. Mor- 
ris was alleged to be $890 short. 

Former Tax Collector H. B. Clay was 
allexed to be $2,800 short, this amount 
being divided equally between the state 
and county. 

Joe Abbott, present treasurer, 
charged with $2,300 shortage. 

The auditors have been working on 
the books for about sixty days, and 
their investigations cover a period of 
eight years.

Among the special points of strength 
in todav’s stock market, Rock [Island 
was conspicuous, and with effect on 
speculative sentiment, owing to the 
suspected identity of the controlling 
interests in the property and the most 
aggressive forces in the present stock 
market. The growing earnings of the 
Rock Island company give occasion for 
speculation over a resumption of the 
dividends on the preferred stock, sus- 
pended since the autumn of 1905. The 
preferential rights of the superior 
stock to dividends, which was limited 
to 4 per cent when they were paid be- 
fore, rises to 5 per cent in 1910, and 
then 6 per cent in !917.

"CENT AND QUARTER 


Market Was Weak All Day. 
re Was a Heavy Tone 
at the Close. 


Chicago, August 10.—Overnight con- 
templation of the government crop re- 
port inspired additional bearishness in 
the minds of wheat traders on the 
board of trade today and prompted 
renewed sélling, which resulted in still 
further declines in all deliveries. At 
the close the net losses were 1 to 1c. 
Corn closed irregular, oats easy and pro- 
visions fairly steady. 

The wheat market was weak al! day 
and although there were several mod- 
erate rallies, due to gpvering by in- 
fluential shorts, prices failed to advance 
to the leval of the previous cloke. The 
government crop report was the most 
potent factor in the situation. Indi- 
cations that the wheat crop of America 
will be one of the largest on record 
brought out general selling throughout 
the day. Crop reports from the north- 
west were in line with the prediction 
of the government statistics and bar- 
ring wet weather within the next week 
or ten days, the largest crop of spring 
wheat ever harvested will be safely 
garnered. Another discouraging factor, 
from the standpoint of the bulls, was 
the almost entire absence of demand 
from foreigners for the cash’ grain. 
there being particially no export bids, 
while, in fact, some concellations of 
former sales for export were received. 
Warmer weather in the Canadian 
northwest, where the new crop was 
threatened by low temperatures, and 
declines at all the leading European 
Srain centers, were additional weak- 
ening influences. During the day the 
September delivery sold between 97c 
and 98%c, while December ranged be- 
tween 94@94%ec and 95%c. The close 
was coniderably above the lowest point, 
although a heavy tone prevailed. Final 
figures on September were 9$7%c and 
on December © @95%c.

Wiggins then grap- 
pled with his assailant. A desperate 
struggie ensyed, in which the assassin 
fired three times, none of the shots 
taking effect. The assassin then beat 
Wiggins’ head almost in a pulp with 
the pistol with which he had done the 
shooting. The room in which the trag- 
edv occurred had the appearance of a 
desperate struggle, the walls and the 
bedding being stained with blood. Wig- 
gins’ condition is serious.
